Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: several issues were discussed to bring the above case and the three 
related cases into condition for allowance. Specifically, the Examiner noted that the two key references were Landin et 
al. and Otada et aL Agreement was reached that amendment to positively recite that either the magnetic layer was 
directly deposited on the plastic layer or the magnetic layer was deposited on an underlayer having a thickness of less 
than or equal to 1000 angstroms, wherein the underlayer is directly deposited on the plastic layer. Otada et al. could 
be overcome simply be inserting the thickness of the plastic layer into the base claim(s). 

Additionally, the Examiner noted that care needed to be taken to insure that the present claims continued to 
distinguish over "floppy" disks, either by reciting specific thickness values or by the axial displacement at 1 G sinusoidal 
loading. 

Finally, the Examiner noted that the refernce to Vierk et al. cited in application 743 would be cited by the Examiner 
in the remaining pending applications, as well as a discussion why Vierk et al. would not anticipate or render obvious 
the claimed invention. Specifically, the Examiner noted that it appeared that Vierk et al. provides no motiation for a thin 
plastic layer meeting the proposed plastic layer thickness limitation. 

Applicants agree to consider the proposed claim language and to consider combining the present application with 
application 743. Applicants will leave application '004 separate and will consider how to address application '114. 
Applicants further commented that they would be willing to consider pulling the case from the Board of Patent Appeals 
inorder to expedite prosecution. Finally, applicants agree to consider similar amendments to the related application, 
including the '004 and '114 application should they remain separate. 
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
